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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 16,17, 22-27, and 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Sin (7,227,583). 

Regarding claim 16, Sin discloses a digital television showing a data parsing unit 
23 and database 24 for receiving linkage descriptor information, which meet the 
detection means as claimed. The linkage descriptor Information includes change date 
and time of a physical channel (col. 4, lines 53-55), a channel to be switched (col. 5, 55- 
63) and a searching operation (col. 5, lines 14-21). Although Sin does not explicitly 
mention that the descriptor includes date information, it is inherently included since the 
information is part of the electronic program schedule. 

Regarding claim 17, in addition of above, the database 24 meet the first storage 
means as claimed. 

Regarding claims 22 and 23, please see col. 6, lines 15-21 . 

Regarding claims 24 and 25, the database 24 is constantly being updated. 
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Regarding claims 26, 27, 32-35, in addition of above, the video/audio decoder 25 
or the video/audio processing unit 28 inherently includes some memory means for 
storing or retaining the video and audio signals for processing. The memory means can 
be a frame memory, a buffer memory, or a hard drive. Therefore, the inherently 
included memory means meets the recording device as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 18-21 and 28-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
